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TEN MINUTES IN THE PARIS BOURSE.

John F. Graff, Esq., long and favorably
nown a8 “‘Graybeard,” of Forney's Press,
contributes a highly interesting article under
the above title to the current number of the
Washington Sunday (hronicle, s portion of
whioh we quote: —

I sball always cherish with peculiar delight
the recolleotions of my visit to the Old
World, and the felicity I experienced in
minglh;? with its people, admiring its monu-
ments of art, architeoture, and literature, and
sauntering among its ruins. What I propose
now, however, is a brief deseription of an in.
cident in my European experience more
strange than pleasing—my visit to the great
Money Exchange of the I'rench metropolis,
or Palace de la Dourse,

In accordance with my natural tendency to
violent transitions, I made it arnle while
abroad, whenever it was practioable to do so,
to witness in quick succession the great op-
posite extremes, I drove throngh the Boia
de Bonlogne and descended the Catacomnba
on the same day for precisely this reason: —
In the former I encountered Parisians, gay,
dnnbinf. superb, hilarious above ground,
in the latt
their fathers and kindred, assorted and
sbelved like the wares of a merchant, in a
grim, awful, ghastly cavern of the dead.

My visit to La Dourse was & scarcely less
striking transition from the orypts of the
 Pantheon. In the latter I had examined the

[8eau, and been well nigh deafened by the
thundering and very remarkable echoes of
“ the place, sounding as if the immense strac-
ture was being battered to ils base by suo-
oessive volleys of artillery. In the former I
was nbout to hear, not the dead sounds of
subterranean masonry, but, a8 it seemed to
me, the living echoes of hell itself.

First, as the name. Hourse in French,
Borse in German, and Mirza in Russia, are
supposed to have their origin in the belief
that the first gathering of the kind oocourred
early in the sixteenth century at Bruges, in
Belgium, in the house of a M. Van der
Beurse, Thia is not the only instance in
which the Dutch have led the van in popular
modern ideas,

The Paris Bourse is situated in the very
heart of the city, and occupies an entire
square, with streets on its four sides, the edi-
fice itself being surronnded by a colonnade
of sixty-six Corinthian pillars, and presented
A very imposing appearance as we approached
its westeru front from Rue Vivienne, The
area of this strunoture is 212 by 126 feet, and
its four corners are embellished by statues
representing Industry, Agriculture, Com-
merce, snd Navigation.

The time of commencing business at this
institution is 12 o'clock; its hour of adjourn-
ment } I’. M.; and a8 I had learned that its
most appalling climax was usually reached at
1'30, I directed my driver to land me there at
that hour. It was 1'20 when I arrived. The
street in front was densely thronged with
vehicles. It was a beautiful October day,
and for a few moments I kept my seat in the
open veiture de place, surveying the stately
edifice and the excited crowd of at least two
bundred men that surged beneath the west-
ern portico, I was full fifty paces from the
entrance, but the sound that issned from
within was quite audible, and suggested
the ‘‘rushing, mighty wind" emplo_vaﬁ as a
figure to desoribe the advent of the
Bpirit’s power on the day of Pentacost—not
doubting, however, that the noise which I
heard was caused by a very different spirit.
I alighted and ascended the steps, passed
throngh thg outer throng, and entered the
portals of the far-famed Exchange, I was
not an sltogether inexperienced observer,
havizg previously attended the Exchanges of
London and Amsterdam, witnessed the exhi-
bitions in the New York Gold Room, and
heard the howlings of the Wall street bulls
and bears. But all these were like the
rooing of doves compared to the acoustic
diabolism into which I was now to be ini-
inted. As I entered the sound grew more
violent, and when I got fairly within, the
scene was indescribable. I will not pretend
to set down what took place, as the entire
medley of incobherent sounds, unintelligibly
nitered, were to me the veriest pibberish im-
reginable. I will only transcribe, as best I
pan, the mnever-to.-be-forgotten impression

hen and there made upon my mind.

\ The sound of the thousand voices which
\ 1l upon my enr, all pitched at a key of infu-
riated avarice, might with one's eyes closed
bave mqgeuted the raging fury that rends in
shivers (he rigging of a ship in & hurricane at
sea; or the awful mutterings that accompany
an earthguake or precede the eruption of a
volcano; or the submerged moanings that
issne from the inexplorable caverns of the
deep; or the peals of anguish and despair
that tear the hearts of a ship’s crew about Jto
take their death-leap from a burning vessel;
or even the shrieks of the damned, quiverin
on the brink of everlasting destructisn !
say that to a blind observer this vocal med-
ley might bave resembled all of these sounds,
or any oihers outside of heaven, but it was
probably not exactly like any other thing
on earth, or in the waters under the earth. The
woney-hungering chaunt of the Paris Bourse
is sui generis,  Itself oan be its only parallel.

Hundreds of spectators are witnessing the

sbove, They are wise in keeping at so safe a
distance, I felt myself, on the ground floor,
like & lamnb in & menagerie, and instinctively
instituted a closer vigilance over my pocket-
book. There were around me at least a thon-
sand active participants in the business of the
hour, and, iu the dark, no living soul wonld
bave imagined that their deafening clamor
roceeded from buman lungs. The faces of
men were to me a desper and more
eigpificant study than the pictures in the
Louvre or the relics in the Clury. Here was
Paris in a nutshell—the financial princes of
the queen city of the whole earth, besotied,
maddened, blighted, cursed to moral blind-
ness, by “‘the root of all evil"—the love of
i ey.

Every person in the room agpured to be
screpming his utwost, and gestionlating
threats of immediate bomicvide to the man
he was spesking to. On a platform raised
some eighteen inckes above the floor, and oo-
cupying & large space in the centre of the
room, I!.:'hbru were more than a hundred men,
who from some reason seemed to monopolize
a specinl privilege. These men ran to and
fro yelling like 50 many fionds, beating the
{ air with lt\alr uplifted Lands, with the per-
[ spiration coming from and ticklingidown their
anxious faces and bald heads. §There was
nardly a mwan among them who had passed his
fortieth year, and yet there was ot one good
bead of heir—most of them were a4 bald as
Eulinhtﬂ pumpkin, Hair, I concluded, soon

Thay
have evidently jnst been exeouting orders
with limited time, and must see théir prinei-
pals instantly or lose their commissions,

The entire spectacle hero presented (con-
kidering (hat the actors are nol starving beg-
gars, but men of wealth; that they are not
untutored savages, but leaders of the world's
etiquette and refinement) is the most sicken-
ing commentary upen what we call “adyvanced
civilization” that I have ever witnessed. The
very sight of it rohs one's nerves of eleoctric
force; and after enduring the torture for ten
minutes I made my way out as if esoaping
from hell,
